HANKRUPTOY, 

The Attorney General, jn moving tho 
second readiog of ‘An Ordinunce to fur- 
ther mmend the Bankraptey Ordinauce, 
1891, sald he. had consulted the Chief 
Justice who approved of this Ordinasce and, 
thought it would-be as improvement apon 
the previous’ Ordinance.
